1. Sudject's overall responses to the ter 2 questions listed above 
: do not indicate Geliberate ettenpts at deception. It goes not eppeer 5 5 : \

any Corrumist orgesization.: 


2. Subject’s attitude towarts the interview and testing in the 
initial stage wes cooperative and fricndly although be appeared to be * 
somevhat roserved. He frankly edattted that he had not told all concerning 
. his pest simply because he hed deen vaiting for a stronger camitzent : : 
; Troma our organization. Subject indicated, bovever, that the information i J i

3. As the eetual testing crogressed, and specific questions vere

AL Subject mmtrestea sensitivity to the questions dealing with 


responses, hovever, were incorcsistent and did not eppeer to iniicate 
deliverste deceptica. Subject's only curment Wen questioned abart his

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sensitivity wag toast he found the questions to be absurd and if anyone { 
hed read his bookd on this sub ect, questions of this sort vould not be iF 
becesgary. It erpears that “wWSect, at least on the surface, hes a “i 
' Legitionte excuse for his sensitivity in this phase of testing. 
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3. Subject aleo manifested.a response: to dhe question pertafning 
to his visit to tha Cuban Consulate in New York. He chowed no response 
to the initial mestion, “Did you go to the Conculate to obtain a 
passport for your son?” Hrever, when. the follov-up question was . 
seked, “Did you @ to the Consulate for any other res.“, Cubject 
aid shov some sensitivity. sSudgect admitted his disturbence becense 
in his rund the question wie pointless. He commented thet hed be bed 
eny other reason for visiting tk: Consulate, 1t would hate been foolesh 
of hin to have nentioned hts visit to us in the first place. Bo attempt 


wes made to probe this question any further. 


6. t the conclusion of the interview, Subject hed calmed down 
considevebly. and appeared to be satisfied that he ves not being sun qeoted 
to unreasonable questioning or interrogetion techniques. Zubdect vas 
inforsed by the wrernſgned that u final snalysie c? the test would 

be mide during which time his responses to questions, bis coments end 
qualifications rade during the interviev would be coresully evelucted. 
Subject replied by inéicating that he wee satisfied thet he hed answered 
alli questions truthzully and could offer no more to prove the veracity
